Here we havethe same name as Maka- 
langa by substituting. as the Portuguese al- 
wavs did, rforl Other conclusive testi- 
mony with regard to the identity of the 
two peoples has been discovered by Mr. 
Bent, and it may be regarded as established 
that the timid Makalangas of to-day are 
the descendants of the once powerful or- 
ganization Kuown in the sixteenth century 


Kaffir organization like the les of to- 
day, which fell to pieces on account of in- 
ternal dissensions, and finally became a 
prey to the Zulu hordes. The descriptions 
which Dos Santos gives of the Makalangas 


,of Monomatapa correspond exaetly with 


the habits andi customs of the present in- 
He tells of the annual sacrifice 
of the spirits of their ancestors, the inter- 
cessors for them between God and man, 
the beer drinking, the iron smelting, the 
Mashonaland piano, the weekly day of rest 
during the ploughing season, and other 
customs which identify them with the 
people of to-day. 

Mr. Bent has also been able to avail Lim- 
self of the writings of Arabian historians 
who lived 1,000 years ago, whose descrip- 
tions~of the manners and customs of the 
people living in this — connect them 
withthe present race. Hence it seems very 
clear that the country now called Mashona- 
land has been inhabited for at least 1,000 
years by the ancestors of the present bar- 
barous race, a race which at one time had 
power and some degree of civilization, due 
probably to its »ntercourse with foreign 
traders ; but it has again fallen inte a con- 
dition ot barbarism. 

During the ploughing season every sixth 
day is called God’s Day, when the people 
abstain from work. ‘The day is invariably 
devoted by the men to drinking beer and 
lying idle on the rocks. The Mashona 
piano consists of more than twenty iron 
notes fixed to a scale on a square piece of 
wood and played on a calabash to bring out 
the sound. The natives are a musical race, 
and easily pick up tunes to play on this in- 
strument. 

The anthropologist evidently has an in- 
viting field for research in the study of the 
Makalanga, whose language is as yet little 
known. The natives are very reserv 
with regard to their customa and religious 
observances.
